May Deduct 
Cuban Drugs 
From Taxes

ncdy administration is consider- 
ing giving drug manufacturers a 
$25-million tax deduction on medi- 
cines donated for the proposed 
Cubart prisoner exchange.. 


Administration 
sources 
said 


that if this deduction is granted, 
it would be based on the whole- 
sale value of drugs assembled for 
shipment to Cuba if Fidel Castro 
released 1,113 captives of the ill- 
fated 1961 Bay of Pigs invasion. 
The retail value of the drugs 
is $52 million. 


The tax deduction proposal was 


worked out within the administra- 
tion after key members of Con- 
gress had made it clear they 
would not go along with the direct 
use of federal funds for the pay« 
ment of what they called ransom.

Business 
Confidence 
Warms Some

NEW YORK (AP - The cold 


figures stay all but frozen but 
business confidence is warming up 
notably. 


The statistics show industrial 


output at the same record level 
for four months now and total 
production of goods and services! 
all but unchanged. The more per- 
sonal figures—employment, indi- 
vidual incomes and consumption. 
saving and spending—hold at their 
high level. But they don't rise as 
many would like to see. 


Still business sentiment has im- 


proved in recent weeks. And so 
have the forecasts for the coming 
year. 


Belief that the economy would 


turn up rather than down showed 
up first in the stock market. Ris- 
ing prices repreented many things 
—belief that the Cuban crisis held 
promise of better days on the 
international political scene; pros- 
pect of more spending for defense, 
nonetheless; interpretation of ad- 
ministration 
taxi 
cutting 
and 


spending plans as meaning a 
larger federal deficit and perhaps 
another round of inflation; and the 
expectation that both the consum- 
er and the businessman would 
loosen their purse strings, with the 
Cuban War scare out of thei way 


Rising stock prices bolstered 


confidence 
generally. But 
the 


same factors back of the market 
boom made many businessmen 
decide that 1963 was less likely 
to see a downturn in the economy 
than they had though ta few weeks 
back. 


Those who still look for an eas- 


ing in the business pace in the 
early weeks of the new year now 
expect it to be along normal sea- 
sonal lines, with an upswing to 
follow. Only a few nay-sayers still 
expect a recession by midyear. 


Much of the new confidence is 


based on the belief that the ad- 
ministration and the Congress will 
work out some form of tax relief— 
and reasonably early in the up- 
coming session. 


A cut in the corporate income 


tax rate would give companies 
more net income to spend—for 
new equipment or for bigger 
dividends. New rules for deprecia- 
tion write-offs for tax purposej 
work toward the same end. 


Lower rates on personal in- 


comes 
would give individuals 


more money to spend—to the 
benefit of businesslor more mon- 
ey to save, thus1 building up insti- 
tutional funds that business can 
tap when it wants to borrow. 


So, at the end of this year, busi 


ness is looking ahead to another 
year of at least modest growth- 
far better than the recession many 
feared after the stock markei 
break at the end of May.
